The aim of this paper is not to review the history 
of the numerous efforts that have been made in the last 
century to solve the problem which is created by the 
fact of the marked resemblances of the first three gos- 
pels to one another, intimately interwoven as they are 
with not less marked differences; but, first, to formulate 
principles applicable to problems of this class, as textual 
critics have long ago done for the problems in their 
field; secondly, to state the main facts respecting the 
relation of the synoptic gospels to one another, and, 
thirdly, to suggest certain conclusions to which the cor- 
relation of these principles and facts seems to lead. 
Both in its point of approach and in its conclusions the 
paper departs in important respects from the path that 
has hitheTto been followed by students of the gospel. 

Some Literary Remains of 
Rim Sin (Arioch), King of 
Larsa about 2285 B. C.

Arioch of Ellasar was one of the confederates of 
Chedorlaomer of Elamwhen the latter made his mili- 
tary campaign against rebellious subjects in the West, 
in the twenty-third century B. C.,as described in Gen. 
14. He was an Elamiie conquerer who, through his 
father Kudurmabuk, had secured the sovereignty over 
several of the large cities of lower Babylonia. 

Several of his dedicatory inscriptions have been 
found in recent years. Eleven of these documents, 
written in the so-called Sumerian language, all compar- 
atively short, are published in this collection in trans- 
literation and translation in parallel columns. Two of 
them are published in the original language on inserted 
plates, A full list of the proper names and a glos- 
sary completes this contribution to the studies of the 
literature of the pre -Hammurabi period of Babylonian 
history.
